The Conference Between Dock 
Officials and Ship- 
Owners 


France, Germany and Switzer- 
land Contribute for the 
Strikers.

The Dockmen at Liverpool Strike for More

LonDoxr, September 3.—There is nothing in 
the strike situation this morning to inspire 
hope of an immediate settlement of the ques- 
tions at issue between the dockmeu and the 
dock companies. A deputation of ship-owners, 
headed by Sir Donald Currie, waited upon the 
officials of the comipanies again to-day and 
urged the acceptance of yesterday’s proposal 
to allow ship-owners to employ their 
own men to load and unload vessels. 
Mr. Norwood, for the dock companies, re- 
plied that they could nat accede to this prop- 
osition, but would be Willing to enter into 
further discussion of i the questions in- 
volved with a committee of the ship- 
owners. Sir Donald said he re- 
gretted that a definite answer 
could not be given to the ship owners, but 
expressed a willingness do consent toa joint 
conference. He requested that the dock of- 
ficials express their views in writing for sub- 
mission to the woe at a meeting later 
in the day, to which Mr. Norwood assented. 

THE LABORING MEN AROUSED. 
The result of this conférence destroys the 
chance for arriving at a settlement of the strike 
to-day and embitters the feeling of the men. 
The Chairman of the Trades Union Congress 
at Dundee in an address, dwelt upon 
the seething discontent. prevalent among the 
worki ing to the uncerteinty of 
thelr employment andthe unequal distribu- 
tion ot the fruit oftheir labor, He advocated 
the adoption of a legislative enactment mak- 
ing eight hours a day’s work as astep in the 
right direction. The trades union, he said, 
should demand a larger share in the work of 
molding the national life. Labor had too 
long laid under the heel of capital. It must 
arouse itself and assert its existence. 

FUNDS FOR THE STRIKERS. 

Ata meeting of the Tower Hill strikers, held 
this morning, it was decided to continue the 
strike. It was announced that donations to 
the relief funds had been received from 
France, Germany and Switzerland. John 
Burns acknowledged the receipt of £3,000 to- 
day. 

THREATS AGAINST CURRIE. * 
Threats have been made that if Sir Donald 
Currie took his vessels into Southampton 
steps would be taken to prevent a single ship 
from unloading. 

POLICE INTERFERENCE. 
At Rochester the police have been com- 
pelled to interfere for the protection of the 
men unloading vessels in the Medway, who 
were attacked by strikers. 
THIS AFTERNOON'S CONFERENCE. 

At a meeting of ship owners this afternoon a 
committee was appointed to confer with acom- 
mittee of the dock officials in accordance with 
Mr. Norwood’s suggestion. The dock officials 
state that they have at work a greater num- 
ber of men than at any time since the com- 
mencement ofthe strike and they do not pro- 
pose to make.any concessions. 

DEMAND MORE WAGES. 
LIVERPOOL, September 3.—The dock men 
who had been employed on grain and flour 
laden ships bere have struck for an increase 
of a shilling a day in their wages and work on 
all the vessels has been suspended.

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CAUSED BY A BROKEN RAIL. 


Wreck on the M., K. & T.—A Fatal Collis- 
ion—Casualties.

SEDALIA, Mo., September 3.—A disastrous 
‘wreck occured on the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railroad, one mile north of Chitton City 
this morning at 6:20 o’clock. The engine and 
nine cars of cattle were derailed, and En- 
gineerL. D. Palmer, Fireman R. L. Means 


and Brakeman Meyer were injured, 
none fatally. The train consisted 
of seventeen cars of cattle 


for Chicago. About twenty head of cattle 
were killed and a good many more crippied.

Dangerous Track-Walking. 
By Telegraph to the POsST-DIspPaTcn. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. T., September 8.—The 
number of people killed by walking on rail- 
road tracks in the Hudson River counties since 
the lst of January last is a matter to which the 
attention of the State Rallroad Commissioners 


is to be valled through an official statement to 
be made to them by railroad officials and oth- 
ers. In Dutchess County alone the list foots 
up fifteen, ten of which occurred on the New 
York Central & Hudson River Railroad and 


five on the N. T. & N. An in- 
spection of the verdict in each case 
showed that the death of the victim 
arose through his own carelessness, and 


in twelve out of fifteen the person 
killed was intoxicated. The officers of the 
road say that this dangerous track walking, 
though a direct violation of the law of tres- 
ass, cannot be checked so long as the judges 
n the courts fail to punish the offenders when 
brought beforethem. Time and again rail- 
road detectives arrest the parties and take 
them before the courts with all the necessary 
witnesses, and nine times out of ten the of- 
fenders are discharged with a simple repr!i- 
mand. The detectives say theyare tired of 
wasting time and money with no good results 
and will appeal tothe State Comniissioners. 
It is estimated that in the river counties 
through which railroads run the annual death 
rate from track walking is about 100 a year. 


A Fatal Collision. 


NORRISTOWN, Pa., September 3.—A fatal col- 
lision occurred on the Philadelphia & Reading 
Railroad near Linfield, this county, this 
morning. A hand truck on Which a number 


of Italian laborers were proceeding to their 
work was struck by the locomotive of a freight 
train. The train was moving at a high 
rate of speed and the dozen or more 
occupants of the truck were hurled high into 
the air.

JOHNSON POWELL ARRESTED, 


The Strange Case of the Man Who Stopped 
the Mail Wagon Last Fall. 


Several incidents of the political campaign 


of last fall were recalled to-day bythe accl- 
dental discovery and arrest ofa negro named 


Johnson Powell. Powell is one of the 
negroes who, on the night of Novem- 
ber 28, stopped a United States mail 


wagon while on ite way across Eleventh and 
Market streets, to catch a train at the Union 
Depot. The colored Republicans were out in 
force, with torches, uniforms and drums that 
night and assembled on Twelfth street. 
The First Ward Colored Republic- 
an Club was marching west on 
Market street and the mail wagon tried to get 
through its ranks on Eleventh street. The 
negroes would not break ranks, but instead 
beat the horses back with theirtorches. Ben 


Shelton and Powell were seen, it is 
said, to catch the horse’s bridle 
and Officer Hannon, who was standing 


on the corner, rushed up to arrest them. 
Their friends gathered around Powell and 
Shelton and some rained their torches as 
though about to strike, when Hannon re- 
leased his prisoner, and Powell ran. Hannon 
followed him tothe park, where he fired, the 
bullet striking Powell at the base of the neck 
and felling him. He was sent to the hospital, 
The negroes were so incensed at the shooting 
that trouble something like that now going on 
in Mississippi was expected. Powell and 
Shelton were arrested on two charges, 
of resistin an officer and interfering 
with the ‘United States mails. Shelton 
was triedand released and Powell being un- 
able to stand, gave bond and was allowed to 
xo to his house at 215 Gratiot street from the 
City Hospital. For along time he lingered 
between life and death, as the bullet had 


struck the spinal cord and paralyzed 
his whole system. He recov- 
ered, however, and was able to 


get out of bed about one month ago. He is 
stillcrippled. He cannot move aay of his 
limbs freely, and his left leg andright hand 
are senseless to feeling. He worked on the 
Levee up to two weeks ago, when 
he was employed by Collector 
Chitchill and for two weeks has been 
working in the Go¥ernment building. 
About 1 o’clock — Deputy United States 
Marshal Noll saw owell in the corridor 
waiting for the elevator, and knowing him, 
he rushed up-stairs and secured a capias 
issued last May for Powell’s arrest.

THE OBSCURATION OF JUPITER. 


An Interesting Astronomical Event Which 
Will Be Visible From St. Louis. 


Jupiter will be obscured” behind the moon 


for one hour and three minutes to-night, and 


the occultation, as astronomers call it, may 
It will be visible from 
all the Northern and Western States, and it 
will occur at a very convenient hour. The 
occultation will commence here at 8:26 p. m. 
and end at 9:29 p. m., central standard 


These times are for the 
the planet and will 
differ one minute either way from the begin- 
ning and completion of immersion and emer- 
gence, so the exact times of beginning and 
ending will be 8:27 p. m. and 9:30 p. m. 

Only about one-half of the moon’s disk will 
be illuminated. The planet will disappear on 
the eastern or dark side of the moon, a little 
below the eastern edge of the moon’s limb. 
The extinction of Jupiter’s light will not be 
instantaneous, as in the case of a fixed star, 
since Jupiter hasa disk, and it will take the 
moon a little more than a minute to pass over 
it. The occultation may be easily seen 
with the naked eye, but a much 
better view of it will be obtained if a 
small telescope or a good opera-glass in used. 
The moon, in comparison with Jupiter, Is 
quite small, but it is only 238,000 miles from the 
earth, while Jupiter, according to astronom- 
ical calculations, is 398,000,000 miles away, and 
on this account the moon is able to biot out 
the light of Jupiter entirely. The distance 
between the earth and Jupiter is so great that 
it would takeatrain, which traveled sixty 
miles aa hour, 365 days a year, 757 years to 
reach it.

No Polesto Be Allowed on That Street—A 
New Structure at Forest Park—The Peo- 
ple’s Road—To Sprinkle the Drives— 
Commissioner Murphy Going to Cincin- 
nati. . 


The Board of Public Improvements Com- 
mittee on Electricity held a meeting this 
morning and settled up several matters con- 
cerning the city lighting. The most impor- 
tant feature ot the committee’s business was 
getting around the difficulty of doing away 
with telegraph poles on inden avenue from 
Grand avenue to the park. It 
was the opinion of all the mem- 
bers that poles should not be allowed 
on Lindell avenue, as at least one or two of 
the main pleasure thoroughfares of the city 
should be kept free from the unsightly poles. 
How to get around the difficulty was discussed 
for some time, as the contracts are 80 worded 
that the city has no authority to forbid the 
use of the street by the lighting companies. Or- 
namental iron poles were set down as too ex- 


pensive, and wooden poles were put down 
as too ugly. Finally it was decided to get up 
estimates on the cost of an underground sys- 
tem which would be at once cheap and safe. 
It was the general opinion thata light line of 
pipe could be laid about six inches below the 
surface of the sidewalk, just between the 
curb and the granitoid pavement. It is ex- 
pected that this plan will be found cheap and 
practicable and the disfiguring of the drive by 
the erection of poles be thus avoided. 


To Sprinkle the Drives. 


Street Commissioner Burnet is now trying 
to make arrangements for the sprinkling of 
drives which have been more accessible to 
the public than they were heretofore, by the 


opening of the Grand avenue bridge. There 
is a patch of street from Laclede avenue,down 
Grand and across the Grand avenue bridge up 
to Chouteau avenue which is not included in 
any of the sprinkling contracts, because there 
are no houses on the street and 
because it was not expected that the 
necessity for using that portion of Grand av- 
enue would arise this season. The other drive 
which needs sprinkling is King’s highway for 
almost the entire distance from Forest Park 
to Tower Grove Park. Some plan will be ar- 
ranged shortly, and these drives will be 
sprinkled, so that the present inconvenience 
arising from dust will be avoided. 


Work Being Rushed. 


The People’s road cable conduit is now be- 
ing pushed ahead at a rapid rate, most of the 
big obstructions having been passed. The 
big water-pipe out Chouteau avenue from 


Broadway to St. Ange avenue has been moved 
aside and lowered to the place it will occupy 
in the future. The cut for the conduit has 
been made down St. Ange averue to Park 
avenue, and the concrete machines will be 
putinto operation thére as soon as thé yokes 
can be put in place. 

The road is now running its cars over the 
usual route westof Second Oarondeiet ave- 
nue, the changes being all east of that street; 
from Second Carondelet avenue they go down 
Park avenue until they connect with the 
Union Depot lines, and over these lines to 
Fourth and Pine streets. 

As soon as the work is finished out Chouteau 
avenue to Second Carondelet the route will 
again be changed andthe cars willgo over 
the temporary track from ississipi 
avenue westward and across Mississippi 
to Chouteau avenue, down Chouteau avenue 
to Twelfth and over Twelfth asit is now go- 
ing. Later on the old route down Chouteau 
avenue willbe resumed and the temporary 
tracks on Mississippi avenue and west of there 
will be used while the western portion is being 
built. All the work is now going along with- 
outa hitch and the contractors expect to get 
through within the stipulated time.

Great-Grandparents Were in the Vaterland.

The marriage of Miss Emma Metzger of 197 
First street, Hoboken, to Mr. John Schmidt of 
Washington street,Hoboken, at the Schuetzen 


Park, Union Hill, yesteraay, in the presence of 
more than 18,000 persons, was the chief attrac- 
tion of the third day of the big Plattdeutsch 
Volksfest Vereen.

STRIKES AND TARIFFS. 

Those who see intariff protection a 
panacea for labor troubles are calling on 
the Democratic papers to explain how the 
London stevedore strike can happen in a 
free trade country. They should them- 
selves first explain how we could have 
five years of such extreme industrial de- 
pression and wide-spread labor troubles 
as we had for five years following 1873 
under the highest tariff that was ever 
known; a tariff that laid protective duties 
averaging 47 per cent on more than 4,000 
articles. | 

They should also explain how itis that 
wages, are so much bigher in „free 
trade’ England than in any European 
country which pretends to protect wages 
with a tariff on imports, and why it isthat 
the strikes of which we hear so much 
now in our own country are chiefly 
if not wholly in the protected industries, 
and are strikes against 10 and 20 per cent 
reduction of wages while the strike in En- 
gland is for higher wages. 

The truth about England is that she is 
just now in the midst of the greatest in- 
dustrial revival she has experienced for 
many years. She boasts that her foreign 
trade has increased more than $500,000,000 
as Compared with three years ago, while 

her reports of pauperism show a corre- 
sponding decrease; that all her pending 
strikes are for increase of wages and not 
against reductions; that she has nowa 
smaller percentage of unemployed oper- 
atives thanshe has had for years past, 
and that she never before obtained 
American wheat ata lower price than 
during the last three months. 

The fact that labor is so much better 
paid, better housed, better clad and bet- 
ter fed in England than where it has tariff 

nin transatlantic cour 


exceed in value the similar exports of any 
two or three of the greatest tariff pro- 
tected countries in tke world, is a prac- 
tical demonstration of the proposition 
that free trade is better than taxation and 
obstruction to nurse manufacturing in- 
dustries and protect labor. 

But, the fact that labor is better off in 
this country in spite of tariffs than it is in 
any other tariff country, and better off 
than in England even, proves only the 
superior resources and opportunities for 
labor in this country independent of 
tariffs. Labor always has been more in 
demand here than in any transatlantic 
country under high tariffs or low tariffs.

News of encounters between the black 
and white races comes from Louisiana, 
Mississippi and West Virginia. The ap- 
parent increasing frequency of these 
encounters gives a more serious aspect to 
the Southern negro problem than it pre- 
sents as a meré political subject.

The Cable & Western Eailway. 


To the Editor of the Post Diapatch: 

In your issue of yesterday, in regard to the 
troubles of the Cable & Western Railway, the 
following statement was made: 

Notwithstanding the increase of the road’s facili- 
ties and the betterment of its servicea Twenty-eighth 
Ward association was formed mainly to oppose the 
company. It bas done so actively and successfully. 

To some parties unfamiliar with the facts it 
might seem that an association had been 
formed forthe persecution of the road. The 
truth is the association was formed for tbe 
improvement ef the Twenty-eighth Ward and 
its opposition to the Cable road has deen 
caused by the road’s evident disregard of the 
interests of a great number of residents of the 
Twenty-eighth Ward, andits evident desire 
to avoid the performance of its obligations. 
When the Cable Western road first started 
there was not a street railway corporation of 
the city of St. Louis that bad as much popular 
sentiment in ite favor as it had, and if there 
has been a change the biame should rest 
where it properly belongs—on the control and 
management of the road. 

While there may have been an unreasonable 
demand made on the road in regard to lower- 
ing the fare on the steam division, and while 
the road deserves credit for the reductions it 
has made and the Detter service it has given 
on the steam division, yet those acts cannot 
excuse the road’s maintenance of a track 
without legal authority, and its evident desire 
to evade the obligations of its franchise. It is 
this spirit of a corporation trying to override 
the rights ofa large number of people that 
bas created a sentiment against the road in 
the Twenty-eighth Ward. any persons have 
bought property along the line ef the road 
between Vandeventer and Taylor avenues, re- 
lying on the provision of its franchise requir- 
ing it to abandon its steam division and con- 
struct instead thereofacable railway. They 
certainly have a right to demand that the 
road shall do what it promised to do, and we 
do notsee how any fair-minded person can 
dispute this. 

The road between Vandeventer and Taylor 
avenues runs through a large district which 
comprises some of the finest residence prop- 
erty in the city, and this property has been 
retarded in improvement and lessened in 
value, because a railway company commits 
what is no more or less than a breach of con- 
tract. Who would not feel a righteous indig 
nation against any person or corporation 
under such circumstances? 

It was further stated in your issue of yester- 
day thatthe road considered it unjust for the 
city to require ittocomply with its franchise 
because it would render uselese the station- 
house, the road- house and other buildings at 
Vandeventer avenue. The management knew 
when those buildings were placed there, that 

their franchise would require them to extend 
the cable road to Taylor avenue at the end of 
five years, and knowing this, why did they 
place them there? The answer can only ve 
that they wilfully intended not to comply with 
their franchise, and that they wilfully in- 
tended to defy the city at the proper time,and 
if any parties were foolish ough to buy 

roperty along the read, relying on them to 

et 2 a pro they had made, that they 
wilfally did not care how the parties or their 
interests were affected.

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HE LEADS THE FORCES OF THE ELECTION 
OFFENDERS AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT 


Aud Proposes to Wipe Out the PFrosecu- 
tion by Bombarding the Indictments 
Against Him With Legal Technicalities 
—The Ward Workers Arraigned Before 
Judge Thayer To.Day. 


At2o’clock this afternoon Julius Lehman, 
the chunky little Delegate, led the host of 
election offenders indicted in the Federal 
courts against the battlements of law 
and government. Once before he succeeded 
in breaking down the indictment against him. 
A truce was called, the prosecuting officers of 
the Government repaired their stronghold, 
new indictments were found, supposed to be 
stronger. To-day Delegate Lehman under- 
takes to break doyn the Government’s case by 
battering it with legal technicalties. The fight 
on the offenders of last fall was renewed 
with a rush and whir in the United States Dis- 
trict Court. When court opeved to-day it was

shown. The witness room was likewise 
packed wits men, women and children called 
upon to substantiate the Government ch es 
of fraud. Some were to testify to the fact 
that the persons who had secured naturaliza- 
tion papers were not of age, or that 
they had not lived in this count 
the requisite length of time or that they di 
not possess other qualifications required by 
the Federal statutes.

OPENING OF THE PROCEEDINGS.

When the Court asked what disposition would 
be made of the cases the defendants took

and the attorneys, as they arose, announced 
the surprise to which the Government 
had treated them in withhoiding the 
information as to the other indictmehts re- 
turned against their clients. They presented 
this as an objection to any further proceed- 
ings until they could familiarize themselves 
with the specifications cf the new bills. 
Judge Thayer showed that he was ex- 
ceedingly anxious to plunge into the business 
but found himseif obliged in fairness to take 
cognizance of the fact presented and pass the 
cases down for a time. He laid them over for 
the shortest possibie time in each instance.

BLACK BART. 


The Lone Highwayman Held for the Killing 
of Fleischbein. 


BESSEMER, Mich., September 3.—The coro- 
ner held an inquest yesterday on the body of 
Mr. Fleischbein of Belleville, III., who was 
killed by Holzhay, the stage robber. The jury 
founda verdict in accordance with the evi- 
dence and recommended that Holzhay be held 
to the next term of court.

Holzhay Net a Novice in Crime. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., September 3.— Reimund 
Holzhay, the Northwestern train robber, is 
not a novice in the performance of villainous 
crimes. When the Milwaukee 4 North- 


western train robbery was first reported 
tne officials of all the railroad lines 
in Wisconsin and Michigan were furnished 
with a description of the robber. Supt. 
Donahue of the Milwaukee & Lake Shore Kali- 
Way, as soon as he read the description, said; | 
**I believe that I know that man. 
Mr. Donahne remembered his name as 
Halzauher instead of Holzbay. About five 
ears ago the Lake Shore Co. purchased of the 
t. Pau) & Eastern Grand Trunk Co. the road- 
bea of the line running to Oconto. The former 
mpany had not paid off its men for a good 
while, and in purchasing the road 
the Lake Shore assumed numerous 
sums due the men for grading. The man who 
is thought to be Holzhay had been employed 
forashorttime and received the money at 
Oconto with the rest. Among the laborers 
was one who bad about $400 due him, and after 
the settlement, in company with Holzhay, he 
started to walk to Stiles. Shortly afterw 
the body of the man who had received #400 was 
found in the woods under circumstances that 
pointed almost unmistakably to his compan- 
jon as his murdererand robber.

THE THREE AMERICAS. 


PREPARATIONS FOR THE INTERNATIONAL 
CONGRESS IN OCTOBER. 


A Meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Merchants’ Exchange to Be Held 
Next Monday — Questions to Be Dis- 
cussed—Suggestions Made by the Secre- 
tary of State.

Fes , 5 ers of the Mer- 
g enon. antes“ Exchange 
7 2 Will de held next 
20 2 Monday for the pur- 
pose of taking action 
in regard to the 
meeting of the Inter- 
national American 
Congress on October 
2. This congress being simply for the discus- 
sion of certain large and important commer- 
cial and industrial questions which are of 
direct interest to this country in its relations 
with the other powers of the North and South 
American continents, the Secretary of State, 
James G. Blaine, has addressed communica- 
tions to the Merchants’ Exchange 
of every city in the country ask- 
ing for information and suggestions. 
It is in accordance with the Secretary of 
State’s desire for information upon the points 
to which the International Congress will give 
consideration thatthe meeting of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange has been called and inorder 
that all the knowledge possessed by St. Louis 
merchants that will be of benefit may be 
brought out, a number of suggestions for dis- 
cussion have been prepared. These sugges- 

tions are as follows: 

1. What is the present feeling, politically, 
commercially and socially of the different 
classes in Mexico towards the people of the 
United States as compared with Europe? 

2. Are the merchants and business men of 
Mexico desirous of having more intimate com- 
mercial relations established between Mexico 
and the United States? Do they desire or favor 
a reciprocity treaty? 

8. Are the present customs regulations at 
the border custom-houses satisfactory to ship- 
vers in all respects? If not, what changes 
would you suggest to remedy or improve 
them? 

4. Are there any complaints of delay in in- 
2 and forwarding goods through any of 
the custom- houses? 

5. Can you state the present freight rates 
from England and Germany to Mexico? To 
your place on one or more kinds of merchban- 
dise? From New York by rail or steam? From 
St. Louis or New Orleans by rail? 

6. What is the usual time it requires for 


shipments to reach you from England? Ger-

A CHURCH WAR, 


Serious Trouble in the Chicago Polish Cath- 
olic Congregation. 


CHICAGO, September 3.— The trouble in the 
Polish Catholic congregation of the Holy 
Trinity Church on Noble street in this city, 
over the conduct of the temporal affairs of the 
parish, has broken out afresh and a serious 
conflict is apprehended. Two years after the 
edifice was erected the trustees deeded the 


property to the Archbishop. Bight months 
azo when the realty was reinsured the trus- 
tees made the policies 1 to themselves. 
The arc hdiocese did not like this and trouble 
ensued. Thecongregation was divided into 
two factions, and the trustees finally refused 
to turn over the collections and pew rents to 
the pastor.

> plate glass windows show stocks of goods 


which willcompare favorably with thoge of 
Washington. The streets cross each other at 
right angles, and street car tracks run through 
the busiest of them. You can ride on the 
Athenian tramway for 8 and 5 cent fares over 
the same ground which Alcibiades dashed in 
‘his seven- horse chariots, and the steam 
whistles of the locomotives which draw 
trains along the railroads to Corinth rever- 
berate against the time-colored marble 
pillars of the Parthenon, which, stand- 
ing on the mighty Acropolis, still looks 
over the city as in the days when 
Pericles had his golden rule, nearly twenty- 
five hundred years ago. It isthe oldest of 
the old looking at the newest of the new. Mod- 
ern Athens bas been built within fifty years. 
Atthe time of the Greek independence, in 
184, it was a dirty village of 300 miserabie 
houses. By a census which bas ſust been 
completed it has now 180,000 people, ana it 
as nearly doubled its population within the 
past ten years. The Greeks themselves look 
upon their country as that of a nation reborn 
and upon Athens as a city rising honk like 
toabrighter and better existence from the 
Gusty ashes of ite past. 
THE ATHENS OF TO-DAY 

lies partly on and partly off the site of the 
ancientcity. It is on the edge of a plain with 
the hillofthe Acropolis rising upward sheer 
200 feet at its back and with the low mountain 
of Hymettus at one side. Near this are other 
mountains, and away to one side across the 
plain are the blue waters of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. From the Acropolis you can 
sec the plains of Marathon, on which 
the great battle was fought—where 
the Greeks under Maltiades defeated the 
Persians, and away to the west are the 


blue waters of the bay of Salamis where 
Xerxes, the Persian King, watched the de- 
struction of his thousand war vessels by the 
Grecian fleets. At the side of the Acropolis is 
a rocky hill about 100 feet high, and more ofa 
elf than a hill, on which St. Paul preached, 
and on which the court of Areopague -was 
held, in which the old Athenians passed sen- 
tence of lite and death, and where Demos- 
thenes was tried for bribery and convicted. 
Every surrounding is historic and classic, and 
the sky, the hills and the sea are the 
same. The heavens are to- day 
as wonderfully blue as they were 
inthe days of Homer. The poppy flowers 
mixed with the wheat are of as blood a red as 
they were when Plato sat among them and 
talked philosophy, andthe dark hemlock on 
. the hills is as green as whenit furnished the 
ison which killed Socrates. Mount Hymet- 
, with its rocky silver gray sides, furnishes 
as sweet honey to-day as when the Grecian 
poets sung ite praises, and from the quarries 
on Mount Pentelikos over there comes for the 
new public buildings of Athens as pure white 
marbie as that with which Phidias worked 
and out of which Praxitiles chipped his famous 
statues. 9 
It is only in respect to its natural surround- 
ings that Athens remains as it was in the past. 


ITS BUILDINGS 

have all the fresh greenness of the nineteenth 
century, anditis a town of hotels, theaters 
and newspapers. It is a business town, too, and 
the modern Greeks are among the brightest 
business men of the East. The Turks havea 
proverb which says: ‘‘From the Greeks of 
Atnens, from the Jews of Salonika, and from 
the Armenians everywhere,good Lord, deliver 
us It is alsosaia in the Eastthat one Greek is 
equal to at least two Jews and you will find no 
' Jews in Athens, though they are scattered 
Over all other parts of the Levant. The store- 
keepers have no fixed prices and you bargain 
for everything you buy. Therule is to offer 
not more than one-third of what is asked and 
you must bargain with your butcher, your 
tailor, and with even your druggist. 

The modern Athenian oes not like 
Manual labor and the result is that most 
of the Greek citizens of Athens are in mercan- 
tile or professional business. I find that there 
is little of what we would consider square 
dealing among the merchants. They try to 
get advantage of those who trade with them 
mevery way. The money used in the stores 
and in ceed ge eggs dy dirty, greasy, paper 
money, issued by the national bank, and 
the shin plasters, which are in some de- 
nominations not bigger than a special de- 
livery stamp, remind one of the fractional 
currency which prevalled in America 
some years ago. The ten franc or two dollar 
motes are ot about the size and shape of our 
greenbacks, and asthere are noone dollar 
notes, the people provide for this by chop- 
ping or, cutting the two dollar notes in halves 
and these halves pass as good. This mone 
is ata discount of about 20 per gent, and in 
changing gold you make 20 odd cents on every 

‘dollar. There are few foreign banks and the 
changing is done by men who have little 
counters with 


GLASS MONEY BOXES 
upon them, and who make a commission on 
every transaction. 

Athens is the capital of Greece and it is, of 
course, the political center ofthe country, It 
is here twat the King lives and it is here that 
the Chamber of Deputies meets and setties 
the destinies ofthe nation. But first let me 
tell you something about the Greece of 1889. 
It is not, you know, divided up now as it was 
in the past into a dozen different guvern- 
ments. It was consolidated under the Mo- 
bammedans. By the war of a half century 
and more it was freed from the 
Gomination of the Turks and it was given 
e K leading governments

and Great Britain, France and Russia chose 
the sent King, whoisthe son ofthe King 
of Denmark.

wer is not much greater than that of the 
Queen ot England. The room in which the 
reek Parliament meets is about as big as the 
average church, holding about three hundred 
pie. Its walls reach from the ground 
oortothe top of the three-story building 
which contains it, and its ceiling is of great 
pense of gold and white wood work. It is 
ullt in the shape of a half moon and 
into ‘the walls are eut two rows of 
galleries, one above the other. The seats 
of the deputies are semi-circular benches 
which rise in concentric rows one above an- 
otber, and in the center of which at the front 
of the room is the seat of the President. 
This seat is bullt between two great white 
marble columns and inthe galleries back of 
it and considerably above it is a sort of an 
opera box in which the King sits when he at- 
tends the meetings. Marble busts of the King 
and Queen stand on pedestais; just below 
this, and between the deputies and the Pres- 
dent, are desks at which sit the Min- 
isters of the King’s Cabinet. The mem- 


bers themselves have little desks a foot. 


square which are fastened to the 
backs ofthe benches in front of them and 
each bench contains room for several mem- 
bers. The Greeks are very fond of epesking, 
and they are good speakers and a place 
this chamber is quite as much an honor bere 
as ls a sent in our Senate. A politician has 
in fact more influence here than in the United 
States, and it is men rather than measures 
which constitute the politics of Greece. 
Tne party in power rules and controls 
the offices and if it fails to hold the sup- 
port of the Onamber of Deputies the 
opposition comes in and takes the reins and 
on the old spoils system ousts the officials of 
the opposite party and putsin its own. Just 
now Mr. Tricoupis, one of the greatest states- 
men of Greece, isthe Premier and his party 
lately got the reins. They changed all of the 
clerks and by looking at the books proved 
their predecessors guilty of 2 the 
Government. This was especially so in the 
eustom-house offices, all of the old em- 
‘ployes of which are, I am told, now in 
prison, while the clerks of some of the other 
omces are awaiting trial. 

The elections in Greece are held somewhat 
onthe same plan as in America. There is 
stump-speaking before-hand and many of tbe 
same électioneering dodges are played. Not 
a few of the wives of the candidates have 
recently helped in the election of their hus- 
bands to Parliament, and I was told of an 
Athens lady wno at the last election, seeing 
that ner husband was likely to be defeated, 
took several embroidered flags to neigh»or- 
ing villages and calling the people together, 
told them that all such as wanted to vote for 
her husband would have a free passage to 
Athens and ' 

TICKETS TO THE THEATER. 

She then presented them the flag to carry,and 
the whole town, glad of acheaptripto the 
capital, accepted the offer, and the husband 
now sits inthe chamber. In the processions 
of candidates in Athens it is, lam told, not 
an uncommon sight to see the wife of a can- 
didate in fine clothes riding along in a car- 
riage and distributing election documents 
and sometimes flowers to the people. In the 
getting up of a boom for acandidate his 
friends surprise him by serenades and de- 
mands for speeches in front of his bouse. The 
candidate comes outand, just as among our 
politicians at home, protests thathe is 
surprised and goes on to make his ‘‘ex- 
tempore’’ remarks by yen 3 a roll of maenu- 
script from his coat-tail pocket. 

All the elections and public meetings of 
Greece, even to the court balis, are held on 
Sunday. The election polls are in the churches 
and the chief election place of Athens is the 
cathedral. The voters are all registered and 
the balioting is done in such a way that fraud 
is hardly possible. Each cundidate has a Dal- 
lot box of his own aud his judge sits behind 
it. These boxes are in a row along one side ot 
the church and this place is so fenced off that 
only one man can pass along and vote at one 
time. The boxes themselves are abouta foot 
square and each has a round pipe-like hole in 
its top just large enough to admit the arm of a 
man. This pipe runs down through the mid- 
die of the box until it meets a partition which 
divides the box in half. 

THE BALLOTS ARE BUCKSHOT 

and the voter casts his ballotin the affirmative 
or negative according as he cast his shot into 
the compartment on the right or left side of 
the box. His name is given as he starts in to 
vote and he is handed justas many buckshot 
as there are candidates and no more. Each 
judge can see that he pulls up his sleeve 
and that he has only one bullet in his 
hand before he puts it into the box, and as he 
drops it to tne right or left inside the box no 
one can see how he votes, and fraud is almost 
impossible. There is no baliot box stuffing in 
Greece,and in case the bullets in the boxes do 
not correspond with the tally atthe entrance 
the whole vote is thrown out. 

Both in the making of laws and in the elec- 
tions the greatest care is taken to prevent 
fraud, and in the Chamoer of Deputies a bill 
must be discussed and voted upon article by 
article on three separate days before it can be 
passed. The standard of intelligence omens the 
people is high, and the poorest consider them- 
selves on an equality with the richest and the 
bluest-blooded. The modern Greek, what- 
ever his condition, does not imagine that he 
can be below you In station, and the waiter at 
acafe or the driver on a street car does not 
hesitate to chat with you and to express his 
opinions. The people are Very patriotic and 
they believe in the future of Greece. They 
are making wonderful progress. Already they 
have 389 miles of railroad, and there is talk of 
a line which will go from Athens north and 
will make connection ‘with the railroads of 
Europe. This will bring the East at least a day 
nearer Europe and it will probably 

DIVERT A LARGE PART 

of the trade and travel which goes from India 
and Egypt to Paris and London, by Italy to 
Greece. It will make the city of Athens one 
of the great cities of Europe and will makea 
materialchange in the country. At present 
all vessels going to Constantinople and Athens 
mustsail around the Peloponesus, a great 
peninsula, which lies at the south end of 
Greece and which is the southernmost 
point of Europe. The seas about this 
are very stermy and the passage is 
always rough. By the Corinth canal 
which is now being cut, the boats will be able 
to come through the Gulf of Corinth above the 
Peloponesus and a day will be saved between 
Athens and Italy, and the ships which go to 
2 will save two days in their voy- 
ages from aples and Sicily. An immense 
amount of shipping willin this way be brought 
to Atbens and the city will increase even more 
rapidly than it is now doing.

Capt. Dunwoody has compiled a curions 
book of popular Weather Proverbs’’ which 
the government has published. It includes 
all the queer and fanciful superstitions as well 
as the rude sense which have been embodied 
in the talk of the unlettered multitude as to 
weather signs. 

Probably the best bit of this remarkable 
collection of weather folk-lore is the following 
by Dr. Janner, including, as it does, abund- 
ant reference to beast, -bird, and creeping 
thing, to fish and flowers and frogs, to rain- 
bows, rooks and rheumatism:
